He rarely 
opens his mouth to address either the 
President or the Senators. 

The committee wil] not, 
be ready to start for St. Louis before 
Monday or Tuesday of next week. The 
cause of the delay in starting to St. Louis 
is that the Senate not fully ranized, 
and each Senator is anxious to participate 
in the placing of clerks and the standing 
committees which the president may ap- 
point this week.

QUAIL HUNTER THIS TIME

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 10.—The 
fession of three of the men under arrest 
at Mansfield for robbery of the Pittsburg 
& Gulf train at Macomb last week, proves 
John Kennedy, the notorious ‘Quail Hunt- 
er’ of the Crackerneck district of Jackson 
County, to have been the leader of the 
gang on this occasion at least. Kennedy 
was arrested in a barber shop in this city 
this morning, after a circular offering $500 
reward for his capture had been issued 
by the Pinkerton Detective Agency. The 
confessions of the other Macomb robbers, 
it is probable, will also show that he had 
a hand in the Leeds robbery of the Mis- 
souri Pacific in September, in which Jesse 
James, Jr., is charged with having 
taken part, and the two Blue Cut rob- 
beries for which was twice tried with- 
out conviction,

DARING BURGLARY NEAR 
THE FEDERAL BUILDING. 


Private Watchman Passed the Place 
at 5 O’Clock and All Was Well 
—An Hour Later There Was 
No Store to Watch. 


Burglars with a wagon made a rich haul 
on Olive street about daylight Tuesday. 

In the shadow of the Federal Building 
they entered and looted a business house, 
carrying away merchandise valued at $1500, 

The store robbed was that of M. Fried- 
man, tobacco and cigar dealer, at’ 802 Olive 
Street. 

The burglars showed their aristocratic 
tendencies by taking only the choicest goods 
in Mr. Friedman's. stock. The pipes they 
took were ali meerschaums and the cigars 
and chewing tobacco of the best known 
brands, Everything indicates that the 
burglars drove up to the store in a wagon 
about dawn Tuesday. 

Before going home each evening Mr. 
Friedman personally locks the front doors 
of the store. TheSe are secured by two 
locks, one a heavy tumbler lock. As an 
additional security the door is secured by a 
large Yale lock fastened to it on the out- 
side by means of a hasp and staple. 

When Night Watchman McCoy passed 
the store at 5 o’clock Tuesday morning the 
door was securely fastened. 

When he returned an hour later the door 
was half open and the hasp hung loose on 
the staple. The Yale lock was missing and 
the tumbler lock had been forced, 

An employe who raeched the store about 
the same time telephoned to Mr. Friedman 
and notified the Police Department. 

An inspection of the stcre showed it had 


been thoroughly ransacked. Of. a pile of 
boxes containing chewing tobacco. whieh 


flad stood near the door only four cases re- 


mained. Thirty cases, containing in all 600 
pounds of tobacco were taken from this pile 
and nearly 400 pounds were taken from a 
pile in the rear of the gtore. A case averag- 
ing 300 pounds and containing 5250 c:gars in 
boxes, was also missing. The cigars were 
of a h'zh grade Key West variety handled 
exclusively by Mr. Friedman.

Sam Washington Went. to Hardin to 
Help Build a Bank Foundation 
and the Citizens Objected to 
His Presence. 


For half a century Calhoun County, Til., 
has not had a bank or a negro within its 
borders. It has not had a railroad. a tel- 
graph or telephone line.. 

This story is about the bank 
negro. 

It was announced a short time ago that 
Calhoun County was going to have a bank. 
The announcement caused great excite- 
ment. 

The contract was let. The contractor 
thought that if Calhoun County accepted a 
bank it would also accept a negro. He 
took one up there. The populace uprose 
and descended in numbers with rcpes in 
their hands. The negro swam the Illinois 
river and walked 60 miles back to Alton. 

The company of workmen who went to 
Hardin, the county seat, to start the stone- 
work, was accompanied by Samuel Wash- 
ington, a hod carrier, a negro so black that 
he has many times been awarded the medal 
for being the blackest negro in Alton. 
Samuel had never been told of the dangers 
of entering Caihoun County, 

The company reached Hardin Saturday 
morning, and at once started work on the 
new bank building. The bell on the hotel 
rang just at 12 o’clock and,the hungry 
workmen dropped their tools, Sam was 


the first man to reach the hotel. He 
scented a good country dinner and holted 
through the dining room door. 

There were two waiter girls and the cook 
in the dining room, They Nad not heard of 
the presence of the negro in town. At 
sight of him they dropped the dishes and 
ran into the back yard screaming for help. 

The hotel keeper appeared, armed with a 
baseball bat. Hé chased Sam around the 
room and out into the street. Here several] 
men joined the chase, and it was some time 
before Sam's fellow workmen could induce 
the infuriated citizens to let their hod 
carrier alone, and then only on condition 
that he have his meals carried to him, and 
that a guard be placed over him at night. 

The news traveled up as far as Hamburg 
that a negro was in Hardin, and that he in- 
tended to stay. The townspeople of Ham- 
burg sent word that they would be down 
baat night with ropes ane a barrel of hard 
cider. 

The minister of the town told the work- 
men that the people were not joking, and 
that their colored co-laborer haa better 
take his clothes and go. 

They told Sam how the matter stood. 

Sam asked when the trouble would be 
gin, and was told that the Hamburg regu- 
lators might arrive almost any time. 

Just then there was a clatter of noofs up 
the street. Sam thought the vigilantes 
were coming. He dropped his hod and ran 
with all his speed toward the river. Hle 
tumbled down over the bank and plunged 
into the swift, ice-burdened current. 

He had been raised on the river and 
could swim like a fish, but the cakes of 
ice buffeted him and several] times he al- 
most sank. A crowd of people stood on the 
Calhoun side and watched him until he 
scrambled up the opposite bank. 

Sam looked back and saw them. He 
thought they were the Hamburg Vigilantes 
and kept right on. He did not stop until 
he reached Alton. 

He is suffering from the effects of the 
trip of over 60 miles, but says this beats 
being hung in Calhoun County. 

The Hamburg crowd arrived on time and 
were greatly disappointed to find their man 
gone. There were over 30 men in the party 
and they had ropes and intended to hang 
the negro.

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EX-CHIEF OF POLICE LAURENCE 
HARRIGAN’S FUNERAL AT- 
TENDED BY THOUSANDS. 


THE PROCESSION A MILE LONG. 


For Two Hours People Passed in and 
Out of the House to View the 
Features of the Dead Man. 


Laurence Harrigan, ex-Chief of Police of 
St. Louis, was buried Tuesday afternoon. 
The funeral of the veteran police com- 
mander combined the pomp of military in- 
terments and the solemn grandeur of an 
elaborate religious ceremony. The highest 
last rites of the Catholic Church were ac- 
corded him and platoons of uniformed 


members of the force, at the head of which 
he stood so long, led the way for the cor- 
tege to Calvary Cemetery. Federal, State 
and municipal officers did honor to a de- 
parted friend and esteemed official as hon- 
orary pailbearers. A procession of mourn- 
ers a mile long followed 

If attendance at a funeral is evidence of 
sorrow over a death. Ch .ef Harrigan’s de- 
mise was duly deplored by many thousands. 

In the throng that filed past the casket at 
the family home were people of almost 
every station in life. And not unnoticeable 
was the fact that in this throng was an 
occasional man who had felt the power of 
the chiefas an officer of the law, come to 
pay silent tribute to the memory of the 
man whe had commanded esteem while 


meting out punishment. 

The residence at 4412 West Belle place 
where the Chief spent his declining years 
with his wife was opened at 8 o'clock for 
all who chose to view the dead. Those in 
charge of the house were not disposed to 
deny anyone the privilege of looking for 
the last time upon the features of one 
whom all had Known as a benefagtor to the 
community if not as a person; equaint- 
ance, 

The silver mounted casket stood in the 
back parlor. The two rooms were banked 
and mossed with flowers. There was not 
even room for more. The dead officer was 
in the full uniform of the Chief of Police. 
For two hours, until the march to the 
church began, a steady stream flowed in 
and out of the house. When the hour for 
departure arrived a platoon of 70 policemen, 
representing the various police districts, 
was formed west of the house. Police 
Captains Boyd, O'Malley, Phillips and 
Joyce and Sergeants Gillespy, Dawson, 
Collins and Hunt bore the casket to the 
hearse, which was drawn by four coal 
black horses. A squad of eight policemen, 
under Sergeants Dowd and Costello led 
the procession on West Belle place. The 
Sweet-voiced cornets and muffled drums of 
a military band sounded the opening strains 
of the dead march in “Saul” behind this 
Squad and the cortege moved. Following 
the band was the platoon of police, under 
command of Captain Reynolds of the Cen- 
tral District, in column of fours’ Mayor 
7Yiegenhein and Chief of Police Campbell 
hed the honorary -pall-bearers next, who 
were as follows:

GEN. WOOD IS SATISFIED. 


Discontent at Santiago Not Sufficient- 
ly General to Cause Worry. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 10.—The United States 
transport Mississippi, which  sgailed from 
Santiago the evening of Jan. 4, arrived to- 
day. On board the transport were Gen. 
Wood, Military Governor of Santiago; 
Lieut. Hanna, aide de camp; Dr. Castillo. 
a brother of the Cuban General, and Co! 
Gibson, who superintended the distribution 

of provisions to the starving Cubans. 
Gen, Wood, who was interviewed at 
Quarantine regarding the protest of the 
people of Santiago over the disposal of the 
funds of that province, said he did not 
care to talk on that matter before he vic- 
ited Washington. There was some disea:- 
isfaction, but nothing to amount to any 
thing. When he left Santiago everything 
was in splendid condition, schools were b 
ing organized arid ready to receive gcho! 
.ars, and nearly 1000 miles of roads had 
been constructed in the province. The cus- 
toms receipts were the largest ever eol- 
lected and exceeded the amount collected 
and turned into the Spanish treasury 
Funds were available for meeting the ex- 
penses of the administration of the pro 
vince, and the only expense to the Uniteec 
States would be the cost of maintaining 
her army. The best of feeling prevailed 
and the general condition of things was all 
that could be desired. Gen. Wood appeare: 
to be in excellent health 
There were on board the 
army officers belonging to various 
ments, fifty-five discharged. and convales- 
cent soldiers, and forty-four’ civilians 
among this number being fourteen nurses. 
Four bodies were brought home on board 
the Mississippi. One of these bodies wa: 
that of Miss Helen Towers, a nurse wh 
died recently at San Juan. Capt. Stenson 
the commander of the Mississipni, was left 
in the hospital at Santiago, suffering from 
pneumonia. He Was taken sick Dec. 14 
while at Ponce, and on reaching Santiago 
it was deemed prudent to send him ashore 
to the military hospital rather than risk 
his life on getting into cold weather 
aboard the transport.

And that other of {ts nnanthorized acts tend to restrain competition in 
varions branches of trade, to remove real eatate from the operation of our 
statute of descent, and place the title thereto in a corporation paving pet- 
petual succession and unending existence, and therehy withdraw it from the 
ehanne!l of trade and com méfte; to create monopolics in the business of sell- 
ing the necessarics and comforts of life. 

All of which, the court held, is against public policy. 

The co-operative towns referred to will have no competi- 
tion within their borders; they will avoid the law of descent, 
and ‘they will be monopolistic, to the extent that the product 
of the entire town will be under one control. 

It is doubtful, however, if any one will be found who will 
attempt to make these points against co-opcrative towns in the 
courts of law.

It is taken for granted in each case that 
the bread is cut in thin, delicate slices, the 
hard crust cut away. 

EGG SANDWICHES. 

Three eggs boiled hard, the whites chopped fine, 
the yolks rubbed to a powder. Two tablespoonfuls 
melted butter. Salt pepper to taste. Mix to 
a soft paste and spread on thin slices of grabam 
bread. Cut in triangles or small squares. 

CURRIED EGG SANDWICHES. 

Prepare eggs as above, acd a quarter teaspoon- 
ful of curry wder and spread on white or gra- 
ham bread. Mayonnaise dressing may be used ia- 
stead of melted butter. 

EGG AND ANOHOVY SANDWICHES. 

Prepare egg mixture as in first recipe and work 
into it a scant teagpeonful of anchovy paste. 
Spread on thin bread and butter. 

ANCHOVY SANDWICHES. 

On thin bread ant butter spread anchovy paste 
or shred the bottled anchovies very fine. Mix 
them with a little mayonnaise dressing spread 
on gtaham bread or thin toast. 

SARDINE. SANDWICHES, 

These may be made like anchovy sandwiches, 
using the sardine paste, which comes ready pre- 
pared, or the tinned sardines. In either case use 
a few drops of lemon juice in seasoning. 

BLOATER SANDWICHES. 

For these the bloafer paste may be used like 
anchovy or sardine paste. The whole smoked 
bloaters are too stroug in flavor. 

SHRIMP SANDWICHES. 

The paste for this 48 a little diffienit to find, 
except at foreign groceries, but it is extremely 
nice. It may be used like any other fish paste. 

CHEESE SANDWICHES. 

Grate ordinary dairy cheese fine, mix it 

paste with butter and spread it on saltine 


enit. 
SWISS CHEPSE SANDWICHES. 


These may be made like the above, using Swiss 
of Gruyere cheese and seasoning it with a little 
French mustard. The paste should be spread on 
German rye bread, if possible. 

CURRY CHEBRBSE SANDWICHES. 

Wory.one teaspoonful curry powder into a small 
Philadelphia eream cheese, Salt to taste, flavor 
with a little lemon juice and Worcestershire sauce 
and spread on Boston brown bread, cut thin. 
CREAM CHEESP AND WALNUT SANDWICHES. 

Shell and chop fine a cupful of English walnnts, 
work them to a smooth paste with a Philadelphia 
cream cheese, softening this with cream until 
it will ~pread readily on graham or whole wheat 
bread. Salt to taste.

Mix strained honey with cream cheese 
smooth paste and spread on white bread. 
CHEESE AND LETTUCE SANDWICHES.

CHEESE AND ORESS SANDWICHES. 


These may be made like the above, using cress 
in place of lettuce. 


CHEPSB AND CAPER SANDWICHES. 


Work a heaping teaspoonful of capers into half 
a large cream cheese and spread upon buttered 
whole wheat bread. 

PLAIN LETTUCE SANDWICHES. 

The Roman lettuce is especially nice for this. 
Spread the bread with thick mayonnaise dressing 
and lay a leaf of crisp lettuce between two slices 
of bread. 


ESCAROLB OR CRESS SANDWICHES. 

May be prepared in the same way as the let- 

tuce sandwiches, and are very good, 
CAVIARE SANDWICHES. 

Cream Russian caviare with pepper and lemon 
juice and spread it between two thin strips of 
white bread. A little of this goes a long way. 

MAITRB D'HOTEL SANDWICHES. 

Into a small cupful of butter work a tablespoon- 
ful of lemon juice, a teaspoonful of minced pars- 
ley and a little white pepper. Spread on white 
or whole wheat bread, cut thin. 

HAM SANDWICHES. 

Chop cold boiled ham very fine. Season with 
pepper and a little made mustard and work it to 
a paste with melted butter, Spread on white 
or graham bread. 

TONGUE SANDWICHES. 

These may be made the same way. A little 
sour pickle, chopped very fine, is an addition to 
either the tongue or the ham sandwich. 

CHICKEN SANDWICHES. 

Chop cold chicken, roast, boiled or brolled, yery 
fine, rejecting skin and gristle; soften it ‘to a 
paste with butter and cream. Season with salt 
and white pepper and spread on thin buttered 
graham bread. 


CHICKEN AND MUSHROOM SANDWICHES. 


To one cupfual of chicken paste, prepared 48 
above, add two or three fresh mushrooms, stewed 
and chopped fine and the liquor in which the 
mushrooms were cooked. Served on graham bread 
or finger rolls. 

CHICKEN AND HAM SANDWICHES. 

Add a tablespoonful of minced ham to a cupfual 
of chicken paste, and proceed as above. 

CHICKEN AND TONGUE SANDWICHES. 

Instead of the minced ham add a cupful of fine- 

ly chopped tongue to the chicken paste. 
LOBSTER SANDWICHES. 

Chop fine cold. boiled lobster, adding the coral 
to the meat. Season it with salt and a little red 
pepper, work into it enough mayonnaise dressing 
to make“ a smooth paste and spread it on thin 
white bread. 

SALMON SANDWICHES. 

Canned salmon may be used, but must be 
picked carefully to free it from bone and skin. 
Add mayonnaise dressing ~nd proceed as witb 
lobster sandwiches. 


THE COST OF SCHOOL BOOKS. 


Prof. Woodward Explains the Discrep- 
ancy Between the Actual Fig- 
ures and the Original 
Estimate. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Referring to certain criticlams which have 
been made on the cost of the school books, 
I can easily explain the large appropria- 
tions needed fer books, and perhaps I can 
set some other matters in a clear light. 

First, as to prices paid for a single s¢f 
of books used by a pupil who goes through 
the eight grades. A set of the old books in 
use a year ago cost $5.64; a ‘set of the new 
books in use to+day costs $6.90. Many of 
‘he old books were bound in pasteboard; 
the new books are bound In cloth. The 
cloth bound book will last twice as long 
as the other. When durability is taken into 
account, the new books wili be found the 
cheapest. In quality of subject matter 
they are immeasurably superior, 2 

Second. The cost of free books, For the 
frst time in the history of the schools of 
St. Louis, every pupil in the first four 
grades is furnished with free books for the 
entire year, In the past many of the pupils 
in those grades did not have free books, and 
others who wanted them could not get 
them after the appropriation Was ex- 
hausted. The estimated cost of the free 
books for those grades during this first 
year Was about $28,000—it has really cost 
a little over $31,.000—to fully furnish ali the 
rooms. The difference has arisen from the 
fact that in order to secure to every pupil 
the use of the same book, day 0) day, : 
has been found necessary to place in every 
room several more sets of books than would 
pe called for by the average attendane .

This larger cost of the free books is in no 
way to be regretted. 

Third. The economy of the present 
method, The sum. stated—$31,000—is the 
“first cost’ of furnishing all the primary 
rooms. Next year and subsequently the 
cost of maintaining the supply will be 
emall. Under the old plan, with the old 
books the life of a book in the hands and 
homes of the younger children scarcely 
exceeded one year; under the new plan 
with the new books, they will last two or 
three years. 

Fourth, The cost of “indigent”’ books in 
the four higher grades. These have cost 
some $3200, whereas last year the cost was 
only about $130. This shows that either 
more povor children are attending the 
higher grades than last year, or it has 
been made easier for the children of the 
poor to get books. In either case it is evi- 
dent that the extra $1900 has been wel] 
spent. 

Fifth. 300ks bought and sold again 
without loss. I doubt if any one ever at- 
tempted a careful estimate of what these 
purchases would be, yet they are sur- 
prisingly great. Already the board has 
spent over $52,000, all of which has come 
back, or will come back, Into the treas- 
ury. 

Every member of: the board knew the 
cost of every book contracted for last 
June as well as he knows it to-day. We 
could have bought books for less money, 
but they would have been dearer in the 
end, and of inferior quality; the board was 
unwilling to stock St, Louis schools with 
poor books. The new books are giving 
the greatest satisfaction to teachers, pu- 
pils and parents, No city [n the United 
States has to-day better books than s° 
Iouls. I could not pave said that a year 
azo.

Representative of the Island Republic 
Is Now in Washington to Pre- 
sent Several Fropositions.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Dr. Jose A. 
Friar, Chairman of the Pinance Commit- 
tee of the Cuban Asvembly and one of the 
‘Jeading lawyers of the island, has arrived 
in Washington ard will present to the De- 
‘partment of State a plan for the settlement 
of the financial system of Cuba. This plan 
‘includes a method of appropriating certain 
‘revenues toward the payment of the Cuban 
lgoldiers when they are disbanded, and other 
financial measures for the relief of the 
poor. e 
Dr. Friar is a leading candidate for the 
appointment of Chief Justice, although it 
‘fa asserted that his mission in Washington 
at this time is not to further his candida*y 
for that office, but is solely for the purpose 
of presenting his financial plans. 

"In addition to the financial scheme we 
have propesed,”.said Dr. Friar, ‘‘Dr, Ca- 

ote, President of the Cuban Assembly, 
as, With othera, worked out an admirabie 
plan for the govermment of the island, 
drawn from the knowledge of the existing 
laws and practices of the courts and va- 
rious local officers, and which will be. sub- 
mitted to the United States. ; 

“Already Gen. Brocke has surrounded 
himself with some of the ablest Cuban ad- 
visers. They realize that for the present 
American intervention is necessary. The 
leaders. havgm been reconciled to it, and the 
great mass of the people are steadily tak- 
ing to thiz view of the matter. I regard 
ae necessery, however, that Cubans should 
be made the police officers in all large 
cities, for the reason that they understand 
the people, know who the malefactors are, 
are able better to apprehend them and pre- 
vent trouble than the Americans. The 
Spaniards, if retained, are sure to encour- 
age dissension. It has always been their 
policy to accept bribes, and they will con- 
tinue to do so as long as they are main- 
tained in official positions, and trouble {fs 
sure t9 result from it, under an equitable 
government. 

“Gen. Gomez has been gros:ly misrepre- 
eented in a great many respects. 1 have 
reason to know that hée is not anti-Ameri- 
can as has been charged against him. The 
statements that he has opposed American 
intervention I know to he absolutely and 
maliciously false. Gen, Gomez is a true 
patroit and has made as many sacrifices as 
any man for the cause of independence, 
Patriot as he is hé realized that American 
intervention at this time is a necessity. He 
sees as do other Cuban leaders and it isa 
necessity, he not only tolerates it without 
objection, but is in favor of it.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Some day Sen- 
ator Steve Elkins of West Virginia will 
be a very rich man. To-day he is a million- 
aire, but before the end of the century, if 
his busineta affairs glide along as smoothly 
as they have during the past few years, he 
will have nothing but money. 

If there is a business enterprise of any 
magnitude in West Virginia in which he Is 
not interested the fact, has not been re- 
corded. He owns a town down in his coun- 
try—Elkins, W. Va.—and coal mines, iron 
mines, railroads, waterworks, electric light 
piants and street railways are some of his 
/properties. In partnership with Richard 
Kerens of St. Louis he is interested in Gil- 
lsonite lands in the transmissouri country, 
| gold mines in New Mexico, silver mines in 
'Old Mexico and what not. 


Car Loads of Mail. 

Every afternoon soon after the Senate

The Hamilton Statue. 

It has just been discovered that the statue 
of Alexander Hamilton, which was among 
those in Statuary Hall at the Capitol, was 
not contributed by the State of New York, 
and go it is being removed to the rotunda, 
leaving the statues of Dewitt Clinton and 


Livingston as the representatives of New 
York. There are many, however, who 
Claim that the great Federalist is more rep- 
resentative of the State, and that his statue 
ose not be cast out of the exclusive 
circie. 

He is in good company, though, for the 
Statues of Lincoln and Jefferson also have 
been removed on the discovery that Ilii- 
nois and Virginia had contributed other 
statues, 

Under the law each State contributes two 
statues and no more. The extras—Hamil- 
ton, Lincoln and Jefferson—have ropes 
around their arms, legs and necks and are 
being lugged into their new location with- 
out regard to their dignity. 


Alaska’s Hoochinoo. 

The name of fire water in Alaska is 
“Tloochinoo,’”” and yesterday the House 
gave its official sanction to the word by 
enacting that no whisky, beer or Hoochinoo 
shall be sold in Alaska. The word indicates 
a place infested with bears, ‘‘Hoo’’ mean- 
ing bear and ‘‘chinoo’’ home. When the 
United States laws established prohibition 
for Alaska the natives of that island began 
furnishing a mixture of rum and molasses, 
which has gradually taken the name of 
“Hoochinoo.” This is the first legal recog- 
nition of the word, and Congress is ahead 
of the dictionary makers.

Government Must Pay $5,000,000 for 
Lands Opened to Settlement. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—The Court of 
Claims has rendered a dectsion which pro- 
bably means the payment by the Govern- 
ment of several millions of dollars to the 
Choctaw and Chickasaw Indians. Involved 
in the case is t] question of title, or at 
least equity, in over 5.000000 acres of land 
in the Indian Territory. (‘ongress author- 
ized the suit to be brought to settle this 
guestion of tit.e, afier having paid the In- 
dians of iwo tribes a large equity 
Claim when the Cheyenne and Arapahoe 
lands were part of Oklahoma and 
thrown ojien to settlement. The. Style of 
the case is: ‘‘The Choctaw and Chickasaw 
Nations against the United States and the 
Wichita and affiliated bands of Indians.” 
Many years ago the Choctaws and Chick- 
aSaWs paried with the large tracts west of 
their home lands under agreement that 
the United States was to use them only for 
reservations on which to. settle friendly 
tribes. Now that these reservations are 
being broken up, the lance to be alloted in 
homesteads to the occupying Indians and 
the’surplus sold to white settlers, the Choc- 
taws and Chickasaws claim that their title 
Still holds and that they should be recom- 
pensed the surplus can be disposed 
or by the Government.

Indications ‘That Judgment Will Be 
Rendered in His Favor. 


PARIS, Jan. 10.—The resignation of M. 
Quesnay de Beaurepaire, President of the 
civil section of the Court of Cassation, has 


given intense interest to the Dreyfus case, 
which has calmed down during the past 
few days. The anti-Dreyfusites are doing 
everything possible to discredit the Court 
of Cassation, 
that the court is preparing to render judg- 
ment in favor of Dreyfus. 

The Cabinet met this afternoon under the 
presidency of President Faure, who issued 
a decree accepting the resignation of M. 
De Beaurepaire, and appointing Counsellor

Whereas, All just powers of govern-

United States of America will not at- 
tempt to govern the people of any other 
country in the world without the con- 
sent of the people themselves or subject 
them by force to our dominion against 
their will. 

The Senator spoke from manuscript. His 
remarks showed carefuj preparation. His 
points were cleir, his periods well rounded 
and his remarks were listened to with the 
utmost attention, 

Seated in the 
children, under the chaperonage of An- 
drew Carnegie, a friend of the Illinois 
Senator, who came to Washington to hear 
Mason's speech. 

“It !s easy to drift with the tide,” began 
Mr. Maeon, “‘but it is not always safe. The 
Simple resolution I have introduced has 
nothing necessarily to do with any treaty 
nor do I intend to speak of any proposed 
treaty. 

“The resolution does not involve a ques- 
tion of law, but is a question as to the fu- 
ture policy of this republic. I am willing to 
trust the people, and I want the people to 
hear both sides of the case before the ver- 
dict is rendered. 

“Distinguished editors and statesmen say 
the Republican party favors governing cer- 
tain nations without the consent of its peo- 
ple. Who dared speak in advance for the 
party that speaks only in its conventions? 
That party sprang like a young giant from 
the womb of conscience and made its first 
fight for human liberty. It has-never bowed 
to the storm of expediency, and if I may be 
allowed to prophesy I predict that if the 
delegates will go in again and the rafters 
will ring again and again when they de- 
mand the sarne independence for the citi- 
zens of the Philippines as they did two 
years ago for Cuba. 

“Do you.say I am speaking for the Philip- 
pines? Yes, one word for them and two for 
ourselves. A black man said to a Senator 
the other day: ‘l thank you for speaking 
of my race,’ and the Senator replied: ‘I am 
speaking one word for your race and two 
for my own; nothing ever dwarfed the 
white race so much as stooping for a hun- 
dred years to keep the black man down’ 
I may appear to speak one word for the 
Philippines, but two for my own people 
when I plead for the broad manhood of the 
man who wrote ‘All just powers of govern- 
ment are derived from the consent of the 
xoverned.’ Youcannot govern the Philippines 
without taxing them. You have not yet 
their consent, and the proposition of taxa- 
tion without representation is made again.

The Lenox Club is called the party of the 
first part, and it agrees to provide for said 
contest a purse of $20,000, which is to be di- 
vided, 7% per cent to the winner and 2 per 
cent to the loser. 

The party of the first part further agrees 
to divide all moneys represented by the 
tickets deposited in the boxes, over and 
above the sum of $40,000, between the party 
of the first part, and Thomas Sharkey and 
Kid McCoy, parties of the second part, as 
follows: Fifty per cent to the Lenox Ath- 
letic Club and 2 per cent each to said Kid 
McCoy and Thomas Sharkey, parties of the 
second part, 

Tihe party of the first part also agrees to 
post the said purse of $20,000 by 8 o’clock 
Pp. m. on the day of Jan. 9, 1899, with Mattie 
Corbett, who is to be final stakeholder. 


It will be impossible for any one of the 
seconds of the men to Interfere and stop 
this fight as was done by McVey in the 
Sharkey-Corbett mill, for there is a clause 
in the articles which reads: 

“It is agreed that no second shall have 
the power to recognize or claim defeat for 
either contestant, and it is further agreed 
that any second entering the ring during 
said contest shall then and there be re- 
moved from the arena and said contest be 
continued.

The sum is 
thought to be large as he lived frugally, 
and the yield of his fine lands was not ex- 
celled in the whole State.

GRIP RESPONSIBLE FOR A PE- | 


CULIAR CONDITION IN RAIL- 
WAY HISTORY. 


MEN ARE ADVERTISED FOR. 


The Strange Epidemic Increasing and 
All Branches of Industry 
Are Affected. 


The grip which ‘s daily increasing its hold 
on St. Louts is responsible for an anomaly 
that will stand as one of the curiosities 
of local street railway history. 

For the first time since the days when 
the ’bus was the only mode of rapid tran- 
sit the supply of street railway men is un- 
equal to the demand. The Southern Elec- 
tric Railway Co. has advertised for men to 
operate their cars, and other companies 


may be forced to adopt the expedient if the 
epidemic continues to spread. 

Despite the advertisement from two to 
four cars remain in the shed every day be- 
cause of sickness among the motormen 
and conductors. On the Broadway cable 
line much the same condition prevails. The 
full complement of curs has not been ope- 
rated for a week. 

On the lines of the Union Depot Railway 
Co. affairs have reached such a stage that 
each car passes a portién of the working 
day in the shed. If this were not done it 
would be impossible for the men to get 
their meals. Under ordinary circumstances 
dinner and supper “‘shifts’’ are maintained; 
that is, certain extras are detailed to re- 
lieve the regular motormen and conductors 
at meal time. These men take the cars 
from the shed to the end of the line and 
return. So many of the men are now ili 
that the extra list has been exhausted and 
there is no one available for the meal shifts. 
The only thing that remains is to turn the 
ears in the shed while the motormen and 
conductors go to supper. This is now being 
done;

E. DE LAUREAL’S DEATH. 


He Was Formerly a Large West In- 
dian Slaveholder. 

The funeral of Edward de Laureal will be 
held Wednesday morning at SS.

Mr. de Laureal died Monday evening at 
the home of his son-in-law, W. L. Horsby, 
at 6615 Michigan avenue after a Jong illness. 
He was born in the West Indies in 1808. His 
father was a wealthy French planter, and, 
at his death, his son inherited his vast 
fortune. But in 1848, France promulgated a 
decree that all slaves should be free. A 
large part of Mr. de Laureal’s fortune was 
so invested. He came to St. Louis and soon 
retrieved his fortunes.

“CYRANO DE BERGERAC.” 


When 1 shall cross the threshold of God's house 
and enter, bowing low, this I shall take despite 
you, without wrinkle, without spot—my stainless 


soldier's crest. 


These, the last lines of “Cyrano de Ber- 
gerac,’’ seem to me to give the final, clear 
insight into the character of Rostand’s ec- 
centric hero as interpreted by Mr. Richard 
Mansfield at the Olympic Theater last 
night. From loving Roxane to the point of 
self-immolation, Cyrano grew to love his 
Cwn sacrifice. The desire to possess her 
was slowly but surely eaten away by the 
habit of self-abnegation. A habit of four- 
teen years’ standing will destroy any emo- 
tion that depends in an appreciable degree 
for its existence on a tg ok to of the flesh. 
It is no wonder then that in Cyrano’s last 
moments he turned from the contemplation 
of Roxane’s revealed love for him and 
dwelt with mad fondness upon the pride 
of self that he had nursed all those years 
in secret. From a hot-blooded, passionate 
lover with a soul capable of any sacrifice 
he developed into an ascetic as cold as 
Abelard after the hired ruffians of He- 
loise’s uncle had wreaked revenge on him. 
It is well for Roxane probably that the 
lackey’s foul blow slew her brilliant’ self- 
sacrificing lover. He would probably have 
been a disagreeable person to have in the 
house continuously. I like to think -that 
possiblv in time she ceased to mourn her 
dead love, or loves, and rewarded the 
sometime wicked, but always valilant, and 
persistent and ultimately repentant Compte 
de Guiche. Cyrano might have made a 
good husband if Christian had not been 
killed so. inopportunely, for there is no 
coubt that Roxane would have ab‘ded bv 
her statement that she loved the soul that 
inspired and the brain that interpreted the 
sentiments of love contained in the letters 
she received, far better than she did the 
fair exterior that attracted her maiden 
fancy. George Eliot held that if e 
woman loved a stupid man her faney 
would endow him with an imaginary wit 
that would serve to sooth her yearning for 
intellectual companionship quite as well as 
the real article. is is true in many 
cases, but there are women and women, 
and Roxane, I take it. was one of the oth- 
ers. She was a preciuse, a woman who 
set great store by mental gifts, and her 
heart was far more likely to go with her 
appreciation of wit ana eloquerce than 
with her visual recognition of physica: 
pulchritude? That Christian had scant 
magvetic intluence Over her is shown by 
his failure to interest her when he tried to 
conduct his own courtship. That the words 
of Cyrano stirred her physical being is 
demonstrated by the readiness with which 
She grants, the kiss,in the balcony scene, 
and the almost unmaidenly eagerness with 
which she siezes the oportunity to be mar- 
ried. The words and tones of Cyrano have 
plumbed such depths in her heart that she 
evidently fears herself. She wants the cere- 
mony performed without delay. for it is 
a fearsome thing for a maid to love as 
she loved. Who can say that it was not 
a bad thing for the powerful Compte de 
Guiche that he prevented Roxane from c¢is- 
covering that she had married a cheat? 
When a woman has once been deceived 
there is ever a flaw in her armor. ‘fo 
repeat. Cyrano would probably have made 
her happy if they had been married hefore 
self-abnegation got to be a habit with him 
but not afterwards. : 

Mr Mansfield is a great artist, greater in 
most rezpects than any I have ever seen. 
He has “the infinite capacity for taking 
pains."’ He comprehends and he interprets, 
There is more art displaved in his costum- 
ing of Cyrano than there is in the best 
work.of most of our good actors. In the 
first act he is so attired that it gives him 
the appearance of a wondrously strong and 
active man. Broad stripes on his sleeves 
and knee breeches and a doublet of solid 
hue make his legs and arms look big and 
powerful. There is even a suggestion of 
bowleggedness, such as a soldier of those 
days would naturally acquire from much 
riding of horses. In the third act the jack 
boots he wears help to keep up this im- 
pression of strength, but the sleeves of 
solid color and the absence of the ruff 
lessen it in just the proper degree, for a 
man who is half Starved does not retain 
his robust figure. In the last act a suit of 
solid black decreases the iNusion of «ize 

In such things as these Mr. Mansfield ex- 
cels. So also does he in getting effects out 
of situations that have in them the element 
ef cynical humor or grote#ue tragedy. 
But he does not peal to the hearty Dur- 
ing the entire performance, brilliant as it 
was, there Was nat a spark of pathos. Wo- 
men and men_sat dry-eyed and self-pos- 
sessed when Cyrano twice had his hopes 
raised, then dashed to earth. Even when 
he sacrificed himself to preserve the illu- 
sion in the mind of Roxane he did not 
touch the inner nature. His Cyrano, as 1 
faid in the beginning, impressed me as a 
hero in love with his own hero'sm rather 
than with a woman. 

The company is a good one. Miss Mar- 
garet Anglin as Roxane was satisfying. 
She looks the part and is delightful tn com- 
edly. Mr. Arthur Forrefrt might gain some- 
thire by acquiring a little of Mr. Mans- 
field’s self-repression, but he made a good 
De Guitche. The Christian of Mr. William 
Courtney was acceptable. 

The style in which the play is produced 
is grander than anything of the kind ever 
seen in St. Louls. As it is with Mr. Mane- 
fleld’s costumes so is it with the other ma- 
terial features of the production. Every de- 


tail is correct. Real candles are used in 
profusion; the guns are the guns of the 
period; the coach is what it’ should be and 
the costumes are accurate and in perfect 


taste. The horses look a little too fresh and | 


well groomed to have just made a long 
journey, but that is too @emall a thing to 
cavil at. However, a wet brush applied 
the wrong way on the necks and flanks of 
the white steeds would add to realism of 
the production. 

As everybody knows how the play is 
constructed I am not going to dilate upon 
what happy idea it is to have Cyrano make 
his first appearance as an invincible and 
intrepid ewash-buckler and bully. It is a 
good play; the interest is cumulative and 
there are no spots that tire. The audience 
last night was large and was made up prin- 
cipally of people of fashion. There was 
much applause and there were curtain. calls 
without number. Mr. Mansfield through 
Mr. Palmer declined to make. a speech, ex- 
plaining that he could not come out of the 
part. Before the first curtain rcée the aud- 
ience was informed that Mr. Mansfield was 
slightly lame, and he asked the indugence 
of the spectators if his limp should be per- 
ceptible. It was perceptible, but it didn’t 
come in a thousand miles of spoiling the 
performance.

TWO FIRES IN ONE STABLE.
